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SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — West Coast residents were treated to two spec­ 
tacular light shows in the evening sky Tuesday — the glowing exhaust trail 
from a missile, and a brilliant streak from the breakup of a meteor or “ space 
garbage.” 
The curtain-raiser came at 7:35 p.m. when the Air Force launched a Min- 
uteman n intercontinental ballistic missile from its Vandenberg aerospace 
base in Southern California. 
At a certain altitude, the water vapor from the missile exhaust is supercool­ 
ed into ice crystals. The rays of the setting sun reflect on the contrail, creat­ 
ing a bright trail in the sky. 
The finale, observed in California, 
Nevada and Colorado, was a bright 
light that flashed across the nighttime sky from west to east at 8:58 p.m. 
The Federal Aviation Administration said the light probably was either 
the breakup of a meteor or “ space junk” entering the earth's atmosphere. 
“ It had to come from space,” a spokesman said, “ because it was high 
enough to be seen over a wide area.” 
The Space Tracking Center of the North American Air Defense Command at 
Colorado Springs, said the light possibly could have been a Russian rocket 
section plunging back to earth as its orbit decayed. A spokesman said the 
path of the light seemed close to the predicted orbit. 
In any case, the object undoubtedly vaporized from the friction of the at­ 
mosphere as it hurtled across the sky. 
Assessor hints change 
in high assessments

with County Assessor Harry Holmquist. 
Previous installments have dealt with 
questions related to assessment proce­ 
dures, Holmquist’s personal plans for the 
future and the definition of such terms 
as “ market value,” and “ speculative 
sales.” 
County Assessor Harry Holmquist, 
today, digs into the ramifications of ag­ 
riculture preserves, and hints that some 
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of the recent assessments may be scat 
ed downward in the next few weeks. 
Holmquist agrees that the present tax 
assessments are confiscatory and atone 
point he denies a charge that has been 
leveled against him. 
QUESTION: During the tax protest 
meetings in Lompoc there were a num­ 
ber of charges made, such as the one 
about the family that had to negotiate 
' a loan to pay taxes and probate at the 
previous tax levels, and what were 
they going to do now, and then other 
charges that a rancher’s taxes now ex­ 


ceed the gross income of a piece of 
land. 
Are 
you 
going to dig into 
these charges to see what merit they 
have? 
HOLMQUIST — “ No we’re not, because 
actually statements made during the heat 
of a meeting like that you know — you 
have to have more substance behind it, 
you have to look at the record to see 
what the actual valuation is rather than 
what has been said. But we’re review­ 
ing the whole thing and 1 feel confident 
that a large number of changes will be 
made. 
QUESTION: Isn’t it true that the net ef­ 
fect of the recent property tax reassess­ 
ments is confiscatory? 
HOLMQUIST: “ Oh, 
definitely, I’ve 
seen this coming for years and that’s 
why I’ve been talking preserves to these 
people. If they want to continue farming 
I want them to continue. And in most 
instances the highest and best useofthis 
land is what it’s being used for, but in 
order to use it for that purpose the pre­ 
serve is the only thing that will permit 
it. And I was somewhat surprised at the 
hostility about preserves. 
QUESTION: There may be a number 
of reasons for that. They like to re. 
tain. . . not wanting the regulation in­ 
herent in a preserve. 
HOLMQUIST: “ Alright what regula- 
tion? . . . you use the land the same as 
you’ve been using it for the last 40 years. 
QUESTION: Well it ties their hands to 
a point where they can’t act. 
HOLMQUIST: “ What else do they want 
to do?”

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The House re­ 
fused today to rescind its $25,000 fine 
against Rep.

Soviets silent 
on plane crash;

15 miles away gave any clue to the 
seriousness of the accident Tuesday 
night. 
Unofficial sources said the turboprop 
IL18 of the national Aeroflot airline 
was carrying tourists to Moscow from 
the Blach Sea resort at Sochi. 
One employe at Vnukovo said there 
had been “ victims.” 
From a distance 
witnesses could see ambulances leav­ 
ing the scene for Moscow, their blue 
lights flashing. 
Officials of Aeroflot and of Intour­ 
ist, the official state travel agency, 
said they had no word on casualties. 
The Soviets rarely report crashes un­ 
less foreign passengers are involved.

FDGARTOWN, Mass. (UPI) - District 
Judge James A. Boyle said today that 
if Sen. Edward M. Kennedy did not voU 
untarily appear at a scheduled Sept. 3 in­ 
quest into the death of Mary Jo Kopechne, 
he would issue a subpoena to force him 
to appear. 
“ It is essential that Mr. Kennedy be 
present as a witness at this inchest,” 
Boyle said. “ If he does not appear vol­ 
untarily, I will see that a subpoena 
is issued for his appearance.” 
Robert G. Clark Jr., one of Kennedy’s 
four attorneys, assured the judge that 
Kennedy would be present when the 
inquest opens next Wednesday. 
Boyle made his comment at a pre-in- 
quest hearing into the accident in which 
Miss Kopechne died when Kennedy’s car 
hurtled off a bridge into a pond on 
Chappaquiddick Island last month. 
Dist. Atty. Edmund S. Dinis revealed 
that he had asked Judge Boyle in a let­ 
ter to postpone the inquest. However, 
Dinis told the judge today, “ I want to 
withdraw that request for postponement. 
The commonwealth is ready to go forward 
on Sept. 3.’* 
The attorneys representing Kennedy 
and others who attended a party on 
Chappaquiddick Island prior to the acci­ 
dent the night of July 18 pleaded with 
the court “ to establish ground rules for 
the inquest.” 
“ It strikes us there should be certain 
ground rules,” Clark said, “ such as 
cross examination of witnesses - all 
those elemental rights guaranteed by 
the Constitution. 
“ We ask you in the name of justice” 
Clark continued, “ to give us the basis 
and the ground rules whereby this inquest 
is going to proceed.” 
Attorney Paul J. Redmond, represent­ 
ing the five girls who attended the par­ 
ty along with Miss Kopechne and also 
three friends of the senator, told Judge 
Boyle: 
“ We don’t want to stall this inquest. 
We want it to go ahead. But without 
ground rules we are operating in a 
vacuum. It would put us in an untenable 
position to advise our clients.” 
Boyle said in answer to some of the 
lawyers’ questions that the scope of the 
inquest would be determined when, where 
and by what means the death occurred. 
He added that all the material circum­ 
stances surrounding 
Mary Jo’s death 
would be investigated to determine if 
any “ unlawful act” had been commit­ 
ted. 


Nixons entertain

The Lompoc City Council last night 
decided to hold a public hearing for 
its proposed revision of the city's busi­ 
ness license ordinance, but put off select­ 
ing a date for the hearing until the next 
regularly scheduled meeting Sept. 2. 
The council referred several items 
back to its business license committee 
for further study during last night's 
lengthy meeting to discuss the five 
major changes being proposed for the 
ordinance. 
City Attorney James Longtin explained 
the major changes to the council stating, 
“ It’s 
impossible to come up with a 
perfect business 
license 
taxing or­ 
dinance, but we feel this one would have 
less 
inequities 
than 
the 
present 
ordinance.” 
The most substantial change pointed 
out by Longtin is one dealing with the 
fixing of the license fee. He said the 
committee discussed several methods 
but eventually settled on one wherein 
all businesses 
with a fixed place of 
business would be taxed according to 
gross receipts, with a minimum 
of 
$30 per year and a maximum of $200. 
Itinerant type businesses, with no 
fixed 
place 
of business, 
would be 
charged a flat 
rate according to the 
length of time they would be in the 
city. Proposed 
rates are $30 
for a 
week, $100 per month and $150 per 
year. 
Longtin 
saia the change, not meant 


to increase revenue, merely 
to equal­ 
ize the rate, will bring only a slight 
increase. The city made $50,280 last 
year and would nuke approximately 
$55,000 with the change. 
Another change would allow parttime 
businessmen, disabled persons, youths 
under 18 and persons 65, a$1,750exemp­ 
tion. 
Councilman Brooks Speight argued 
the figure was too high and should be 
reduced to $500 to protect the business­ 
man who works fulltime at any particular 
job that would fall into that category. 
A third proposed change calls for 
refunds of a business license fee on a 
pro-rated basis providing the business 
does not stay open d full year. 
Mayor Robert MacClure pointed out 
the ordinance should also provide for 
a pro-rated payment for a business 
opening late in the year, as well as 
for one closing before the end of the 
year. 
In 
connection with this 
proposal 
Councilman Richard Jacoby suggested 
the pro-rating be set up in a semi­ 
annual, rather than quarterly basis. 
Other proposed changes dealt with 
stiffer penalties for non-payment of a 
business license fee and placing the 
payment on a fiscal year basis, July 
1 to June 30, rather than a calendar 
year basis, Jan. 1 to Dec. 31. 
The proposed penalty would call for 
a 10 per cent per month increase in 
the fee up to five months and 50 per 
cent.

Nasser called for the meeting despite 
a decision in Cairo Tuesday by Arab 
foreign ministers to organize a summit 
of all Moslem moderate and pro-West­ 
ern states such as Turkey and Iran. 
In a message to King Hussein of Jor­ 
dan, Nasser said an Arab summit was 
“ an urgent necessity.” 
Increased terrorist violence in Israel 
led police 
to clamp 
tight 
security 
measures across the nation today. The 
latest incident was a hand grenade dis­ 
covered Tuesday next to a building where 
Deputy Premier Yigall Allon was to 
speak. 
At the United Nations, the 15-member 
Security Council unanimously condemned 
Israel 
for its air attack on Southern 
Lebanon villages Aug. 11. The council 
also denounced in indirect terms acti­ 
vities of Arab commandoes operating 
from Lebanese territory. 
The two-day conference in Cairo of 
15 Arab foreign ministers was convened 
in response to the fire last Thursday 
at the mosque, the third most sacred 
of Islamic sites. 
No date was set for the 40-nation, all 
Moslem summit, which would be organiz­ 
ed by King Faisal of Saudi Arabia and 
King Hassan of Morocco.

Berets 
charged with killing a Vietna­ 
mese national are being held 
for “political reasons” by the 
Army. 
Capt. 
Budge 
E. 
Williams 
wrote his father from an Army 
stockade in South Vietnam that 
their first hearing “looked like 
the Nuernberg war trials all 
over again. 
“I did not get a lawyer until 
three days after I asked for 
one. 
There 
were 
laywers 
available on post. 
“Charges are supposed to be 
read in 24 hours. We waited a 
week. 
“It was two weeks before the 
hearings started. 
“Definite coercion was used 
in getting a statement from a 
witness.” 
Williams and his companions 
were lodged in solitary confine­ 
ment for 30 days in the U.S. 
Army headquarters stockade at 
Long Binh near Saigon. GIs 
refer to the jail as Camp LBJ 
for Long Bin jail. 
“The humane society,” Budge 
wrote 
his 
father, 
Charlie 
Williams, “wouldn’t allow a dog 
to be penned up like this for a 
month.” 
His cell at Camp LBJ filled 
an area approximately five by 
seven feet. He was in solitary 
from July 19 until Aug. 18 
before being shifted to confine­ 
ment in a barracks. 
While in solitary, Williams 
wrote, 
there 
was 
only one 
opening in his sealed room, and 
the 
roof was made of tin. 
Because 
of 
the 
heat 
the 
temperatures inside the , box 
soared. 
To 
go to the 
bathroom, 
Williams said he had to bang on 
his cell door to raise a guard, 
and then he might or might not 
gain a response. 
“The only thing that kept me 
going,” he wrote three days 
before his release from solita­ 
ry, “is knowing some day I will 
be free again. 
“The 
simple 
freedoms of 
getting a Coke, or taking a 
walk, or going to the bathroom 
when you want are so great.” 
First on Williams’ mind was 
keeping the situation from his 
mother. 
“Don’t 
tell 
mother,” 
he 
instructed his father, ^'unless 
you have to.” 
But 
two weeks 
later, he 
wrote, 
“1 
have 
just been 
informed that there will be a 
news 
release. 
I 
guess you 
better tell mother before she 
gets it on TV.” 
He said the Army promised a 
telegram would be delivered in 
advance of the news release. 
The telegram did not arrive 
in time. 
A neighbor watching televi- 
Sion 
called 
and 
told 
Mrs. 
Williams 
her son had been 
charged with murder. 
“I am very upset that the 
telegram was three days late,” 
Williams wrote from his cell. 
“ We were told that the families 
would be informed l)eiore the 
release.” 
After three weeks in solitary 
confinement Williams became 
confused. 
“ I must say,” he wrote his 
family, “this thing is beyond 
me now. We are being blamed 
for a big shake-up in (South 
Viettjamese President Nguyen 
Van 
Thieu’s 
cabinet, 
Gens. 
(William) Westmoreland and 


(Creighton) 
Abrams 
are 
in 
conflict, 
the 
press 
cannot 
understand why we are in jail 
(nor can I), the Special Forces 
is in revolt, Gen. Abrams made 
a secret trip to Nha Trang, and 
the stock market has fallen off 
three points.” 
Williams later wrote “1 guess 
you 
are 
wondering why we 
were charged with murder. I 
have asked myself the same 
question a thousand times. 
“I can’t help but think we are 
being held here on political 
reasons only.” 
From the beginning Williams 
feared he and the other seven 
Berets were in danger of being 
railroaded. 
“We had the first hearing 
today,” he wrote. “It looked 
like the Nuernberg war trials 
all over again.” 
Building his fears were what 
he believed were violations of 
his rights.

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Martial law 
ends on 
Gulf Coast

Martial law ends today along 
the 
Mississippi 
Gulf 
Coast 
shattered by hurricane Camille 
Virginia Gov. Mills E. Godwin 
grim ly predicted that many of 
the flood victims in his state 
may never be found. 
The season’s fifth tropical 
storm. 
Eve, 
moved 
up the 
Atlantic, well off the Eastern 
seaboard. Packing 50-mile-an- 
hour winds. Eve was located 
about 325 miles southeast of 
Cape 
Hatteras, 
N.C., 
early 
today. 
Mississippi Gov. John Bell 
Williams said all of Mississip­ 
pi’s gulf coast would be turned 
back over to local officials at 
midnight with the end of partial 
martial law. 


Williams made the announce­ 
ment late Tuesday following a 
meeting with local government 
officials in the coastal counties 
of 
Jackson, 
Harrison 
and 
Hancock. 
Limited 
martial 
law 
was 
imposed along the once-plush 
coast 
shortly after Camille 
crashed into the area 11 days 
ago, 
spreading 
death 
and 
destruction. 
The governor said a large 
force of Mississippi National 
Guardsmen would remain on 
duty, however, to assist local 
officials in every way possible. 
A spokesman for the gover­ 
nor said a number of restric­ 
tions imposed under martial 
law, including a curfew in the 
hard-hit cities, would be conti­ 
nued by mayors. 


Disaster 
officials reported 
that 
restoration 
of 
public 
utilities, including electricity, 
water and sewage facilities, 
was progressing gradually and 
a

of stores 
and 
businesses has reopened. 
Hundreds 
of persons

mained homeless, however, and

Tuesday ni^t for food supplies. 
Williams said the coast was 
still “in desperate need” of 
canned goods, meat, fruit and 
cereals.

said “we’ve 
never had enough and the situa­ 
tion is serious. We’re running 
very low.”

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Science adviser says 
auto smog on decline

—President Nixon’s science ad­ 
viser says automobile-caused 
smog actually is on the decline 
in Southern 
California 
a n d 
should be back to 1940 levels 
by another decade. 
But the rest of the nation 
isn’t doing so well. It won’t 
either until tighter air pollution 
controls 
are adopted and a 
smog - free 
auto 
engine 
is 
developed. 
Dr, Lee A. Dubridge said 
America will have to rely on 
the gasoline engine “ during the 
next 10 or 20 years, but beyond 
that we should not neglect the 
possibility that some other kind 
of engine may prove to be 
superior.” 
Dubridge 
escorted 
some 
members 
of the president’s 
Environmental Quality Council 
on a helicopter tour of smoggy 
Los Angeles Tuesday. 
The former president of the 
California Institute of Technolo 
gy told touring officials that 
they were seeing only “ medium 
density smog, particularly in 
contrast to last week’s record 
readings. 
Transportation 
Secretary 
John A. Volpe still said “ It’s 
the worst smog I’ve seen any­ 
where in the country,” 
Before departing on the tour, 
several high - ranking govern­ 
ment officials—joined by U.S. 
Sen. George Murphy, R-Calif., 
and L o s Angeles Mayor Sam 
Yorty-inspected and drove 17 
smoggless “ vehicles of tomor­ 
row.” ranging from minicars to 
hugh trucks. The experimental 
vehicles, 
displayed 
at 
the 
PhilcoEord plant up the coast 
from here, were powered by 
steam, electric, liquid gas and 
gas turbine engines. 
One 
of the 
most 
keenly 
interested and knowledgeable

meeting.” he said,“ was that 
automobile 
pollution 
in Los 
Angeles—and we hope following 
that throughout the nation—will 
decline as the old cars get off 
the road and new cars replace 
them.” 


“ The peak of hydrocarbon 
pollution 
in the Los Angeles 
area was reached in 1966 and is 
now declining. And even taking 
into account the rising number 
of 
automobiles, 
it 
is 
now 
expected 
that 
by 
1980, 
or 
thereabouts, the hydrocarbon 
pollution will have reached the 
level 
which it had back in 
1940.” 
But he warned skies will 
become 
dirty again “ unless 
there are new technologies that 
make possible more stringent 
regulations.”

at the 
Western White house in San 
Clemente. 
(The 
presidential party was 
scheduled to arrive in Areata 
airport at 2:45 p.m. PDT (5:45 
p.m. EDT) and arrive at the 
dedication site at 3:30 p.m. 
PDT 
(6:30 
p.m. 
EDT) and 
depart a half hour later.) 
After 
arriving at Areata 
airport, the two families and 
their daughters will board a 
helicopter 
for a short ride to 
the park, drive three miles up a 
logging road and finally walk a 
bit more than half a mile up a 
road 
covered 
with 
redwood 
chips. 
At the end of the “ redwood 
carpet” is the deciation site—a 
300-acre 
grove 
of 
redwood 
trees that tower as h i^ as 367 
feet 
and have been growing as 
long as 2,000 years. 
Mrs Johnson dedicated the 
58,000-acre Redwood Natiwial 
Park last Nov. 25 at the same 
spot—one of her last official 
acts as First lady-after the 
park was authorized by Con­ 
gress and signed into law by 
Johnson. 
Nixon proclaimed that the 
grove would be dedicated to 
Mrs. Johnson in honor of her 
conservation and beautification 
efforts. 
“It is fitting that a magni­

The California Public Utili­ 
ties Commission has granted 
Southern California’s two lar­ 
gest gas suppliers a $6,525,000 
increase to offset 
the higher 
cost of gas they purchase from 
El Paso Natural Gas and Trans­ 
western Pipeline companies. 
The PUC also provided means 
by which the Southern California 
and Southern Counties Gas com­ 
panies can “ track” further in­ 
creases anticipated from the 
pipeline companies through De­ 
cember 31. These provisional 
increases could total as much 
as $7,738,000. 
Short-notice increases for the 
pipeline companies were auth­ 
orized earlier this year by the 
Federal Power Commission to 
allow the pipelines to “ track” 
certain increases charged by 
gas producers in the Permiam, 
San 
Juan, 
and other 
supply 
areas. 
The pipeline’s increases are 
subject to refund if they exceed 
the just and reasonable rates 
finally determined by the FPC. 
In turn, the PUC will require 
refunds and rate reductions to 
the gas supply companies’ cus­ 
tomers 
should 
the final in­ 
creases allowed by the FPC be 
lower than at present. 
In its order yesterday, the 
PUC noted that “ California in­ 
terests continue to be capably 
represented in proceedings be­ 
fore the Federal Power Com­ 
mission by the Commission’s 
staff, representing the People 
of the State of California and this 
Commission, and that the (local 
gas companies) have actively

priority-setters are divided in­ 
to three categories; 
(1) Those who want to follow 
Vice President Agnew on to 
Mars, and hang the expense; 
(2) those who favor an all-out 
war on poverty, and hang the 
expense, and (3) those who feel 
first consideration should be 
given to solving environmental 
problems, and hang the ex­ 
pense. 
Branching out from them is a 
subspecies of optimists who 
insist America’s resources are 
sufficient to pursue all three of 
these goals simultaneously with 
equal vigor—that is, to explore 
Hjub heavens while creating a 
sort of heaven on earth. To my 
knowledge, however, no one has 
yet 
proposed combining the 
three goals. So I shall do so 
now. 
I got 
the 
idea 
for this 
approach from recent congres­ 
sional 
hearings 
on business 
“ conglomerates” 
that 
have 
been formed in the past few 
years. 
The beauty of a three-priority 
merger is that it avoidsabitter 
struggle for funds among the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration 
(NASA), 
the 
Office of Economic Opportunity 
(OEO) and the various agencies 
concerned with environmental 
pollution. 
What we do instead is lump 
them all together in a new 
agency 
to 
be 
called 
the 
National 
Antipoverty, 
Space 
and Antipollution Administra­ 
tion (N A PSA PA). 
At first glance, this might 
seem 
a rather 
incongruous 
arrangement. Upon closer exa­ 
mination, however’ you will see 
that the pieces fit quite nicely. 
One of the main environmen­ 
tal problems, for example, is 
the disposal of garbage and 
other waste materials that are 
presently befouling our air, 
water and landscape. That ties 
right 
in 
with 
the 
space 
program. 
NAPSAPA’s prime missions 
would be to try to find some 
place in space to dump the junk 
we are discarding on earth. 
If trash removal, rather than 
the satisfaction of scientific 
curiosity, were the chief aim of 
our space flights, you cap bet a 
lot of the grumbling about the 
expense would cease. 
Nor should we overlook the 
economic 
opportunities 
that 
would 
be 
created 
by 
the 
merger. The poor could benefit 
greatly from the joint space- 
anti-pollution program. 
It would, for instance, put 
garbage collectors, who are 
now in the low income bracket, 
on the same pay level with 
space technicians. 
With a branch of the Manned 
Space Center in every ghetto, 
poverty would disappear over­ 
night.

It 
is named for the speed with which its user rides to super­ 
normal levels of excitability and wakefulness. 


Use and abuse 


Speed is used by the m edical profession for emergencies, 
such as controlling blood pressure during surgery and for 
diet control. But widespread abuse is destroying more 
young minds in California than any other drug. 


Drastic effects 


A "speed binge" is one of the most physically and psycho­ 
logically damaging experiences a person can have. Over­ 
activation of the nervous system coupled with strain on 
internal organs can have drastic effects on the speed user. 
Death, following acute depression and exhaustion, can 
com e from impurities in the drug, or through violence 
associated with the user's psychotic condition, and the 
group-toxicity of other users 


Widely available 


Speed is obtained from black market dealers. The quality 
of the drug they dispense is questionable. Often it is "cut” 
with sugar, or any white powder, to stretch the supply to 
the detriment of the user. Contamination is com m on and 
produces injurious side effects, such as abscesses, blood 
poisoning and serum hepatitis from contaminated needles. 


Formidable problems 


In treating the "speed freak" the medical profession is 
faced with both physical and psychiatric problems. Simul­ 
taneously the com munity is faced with the need for some 
searching, understanding and, above all, positive action. 
Parents and concerned young people need to direct their 
energies toward counteracting the abuse of such danger­ 
ous drugs as speed, if the trend of abuse is to he reversed. 


What to do 


According to former drug users who are working with 
volunteer clinical teams, there are three basic steps in 
coping with the dangerous drug situation; 
First: Get the facts 
Second: Make a stand based on clinical evidence, not on 
em otion. 
Third: Involve yourself. Get together with others in your 
community who are trying to cope with this problem.

LONDON—(N EA )—In this, the Perm issive Society, the 
word Victorian has become synonymous with staid and 
stuffy, but th ere’s reason to believe that Queen Victoria, 
the original Victorian, m ight have felt very much at home 
in this swinging age. 


To find out. Tom Cullen. N ew spaper E nterprise Associa­ 
tion’s London-based European correspondent, did some 
digging on the subject. 
“To m e.” says Cullen, “ the relationship between the 
dum py little woman we know as Queen Victoria and the 
big, strapping H ighlander, John Brown, whom she raised 
from a stable hand, has always been one of the great 
m ysteries of the Victorian age, so I tackled it m ore or less 
as a m ystery story.” 


The result of Cullen’s digging is his second novel. “The 
Em press Brown” (Houghton Mifflin). Cullen’s first book. 
“ When London Walked in T erro r,” was hailed as one of 
the best histories of the tim es and crim es of Jack the 
Ripper. 
In starting on “The Empress Brown,” Cullen wondered. 
“Why did this queen, who would not let a prime minister 
sit in her presence, allow herself to be bullied by this un­ 
couth Scot, who addressed her as ‘wumman’? What was 
the hold that the whisky-loving Brown held over Queen 
Victoria after Prince Albert’s death? 
“To get the truth behind all the rum ors—some of which 
were that the queen becam e insane after A lbert's death, 
that Brown was the queen’s m edium for contacting Albert 


in the spirit world, that Brown was her lover, that they 
were secretly m arried and the the queen had borne his 
child—I had to run quite an obstacle course.” 
Cullen traces his research troubles directly to the Royal 
Fam ily. 


“Queen Elizabeth has a great admiration for her great- 
great-grandmother,” the author says, “ and she s con­ 
cerned that nothing should appear in print that would leave 
Victoria's reputation open to question. My application to 
consult the Roval Archives at Windsor Castle was turned 
doivn, as was mv request to see newspaper clippings and 
letters of condolence concerning Brown’s death. When I 
tried to consult Victoria’s correspondence with her daugh­ 
ter Alice, now deposited in the archives of the Grand Duke 
of Hesse in Darmstadt, Germany, the long arm of the royal 
establishment reached out to prevent m e.” 


But Cullen kept on digging anyw ay and m anaged to find 
a great-niece and great-nephew of Brown’s. They were de­ 
lighted to talk about their celebrated ancestor and pro­ 
duced letters to Brown from Queen Victoria and costly 
eifts the queen had lavished on her favorite. Thanks to 
these descendants and other helpful Scots, Cullen was able 
to piece together the story of Brown’s life. 
Was Queen Victoria a swinger or a square? 
"I prefer to let the reader draw his own conclusions,” 
says Cullen, “ but you m ay decide to change your defini­ 
tion of “V ictorian’. Then again, you m ay not.”

NEW YORK — (NEA) — 
The bumper sticker, pasted 
snugly to the rear end of the 
battered station wagon, bore 
the legend, “ W. C. Fields Is 
Alive and Drunk in Oak­ 
land.” Strangely enough, a 
lot of people think he is. 
Officially, W. C. blinked 
his frosty blue eyes for the 
last time Dec. 25, 1946, but 
you’d hardly know it. His 
movies turn up on the tube 
with regularity, flick festi­ 
vals honor him on campuses 
from coast to coast, a record 
of some of his more saga­ 
cious sayings tops rock ren- 
d e r i n g s in the charts, TV 
personalities i m i t a t e him 
and g r o u p s of otherwise 
down-to-b u s i n e s s t y p e s 
gather over martinis (the 
m aster’s favorites) to swap 
stories of his life and times. 
” It isn’t as weird as it 
seems,” claims 
Dr. 
Alan 
Foster, a Manhattan psy­ 
chiatrist and Fields fan who 
proudly claims 
that 
he’ll 
gladly get up at 3:30 in the 
morning to catch a W. C. 
movie on the late-late show. 
“W. (.Vs humor is perfect 
for 
our 
tim e,” 
says 
Dr. 
Foster. “With all the pres­ 
sures 
of 
modern 
society 
being brought to bear on us 
in this age of the A-bomb, 
the H-bomb, the pill, pollu­ 
tion, overkill and overcrowd­ 
ing, it’s a real outlet to be 
able to associate yourself 
with a little guy like W. ('. 
who looked life in the eye 
and told it where to go. He’d 
be a superstar today, not 
that he wasn't in his own 
tim e.” 
And that he was. 
Born William Claude Du- 
kenfield in Philadelphia in 
1879, W. C. ran away from 
home at 11. The only more 
or less kind thing lie ever 
said about his home town 
turned out to be his self- 
written epitaph. 
It 
reads, 
“On the whole. I’d rather be 
in Philadelphia.” 
He taught himself to jug­ 


gle and added some patter 
for comedy relief, but the 
comedy proved to be a big­ 
ger attraction than the jug­ 
gling. 
His characterization of a 
s e e d y , 
irascible, 
sharp- 
tongued drunk with a bulb­ 
ous nose and an ice-cold 
heart made him a headliner 
in the Z i e g f e l d Follies, 
George 
White’s 
Scandals, 
Earl Carroll’s Vanities and 
such films as “ Never Give a 
Sucker an Even Break” and 
“ If I Had a Million.” In later 
years he jousted with Char­ 
lie McCarthy on Edgar Ber­ 
gen’s radio show. 
A typical meeting of the 
New York chapter of the 
Friends of Fields was in 
session the other night at 
Charley O’s, a midtown Man­ 
hattan e a t e r y 
that just 
happens to have a huge pic­ 
ture of W. C. on the wall 
with the legend: “A woman 
drove ine to drink. I’ll be a 
son of a gun, but I never 
thanked her.” 
“ Fields said something al­ 
most like that,” says m an­ 
ager Noel Hennebery, “ but 
not quite. The quote has been 
changed just the slightest 
bit.” 
Gathered around a table 
directly under W. C.’s pic­ 
ture were Dr. Foster (cur­ 
rent Chief Friend, as the 
superfriend 
of 
Fields 
is 
called here) and eight other 
people. Two said they were 
lawyers, one claimed to be 
a banker and the five others 
refused to comment. 
All, however, had their fa­ 
vorite stories. 
Dr. Foster opened with his, 
the one about W. C. tooling 
along in the back seat of his 
seven-passenger C a d il 1 a c 
(his 
agent 
was 
driving), 
sipping alternately from a 
jug of gin and a bottle of 
vermouth, when a man with 
an extended thumb and a 
suitcase was spotted by the 
side of the road. 
Ordering his driver to stop. 
Fields picked up the man. 
offered him a drink and was 
immediately made aware of 
his error when the passen-

ger turned out to be an anti­ 
alcohol crusading preacher. 
“ You’re 
sinning in this

exception in your case and 
give you No. 4 from my 
book, which deals with ‘The 
Evils of Drinking’.” 
According to the story, 
Fields gulped a few more 
slugs of gin, listened up to 
the point where the preacher 
got to the part of the story 
where a down-and-out bum 
hocked 
his crippled son’s 
special corrective shoes to 
buy a bottle of booze, then 
ordered the agent to pull 
over to the side of the road 
at the nearest ditch. 
Shoving his former passen­ 
ger out of the car, Fields 
threw the man a bottle of gin 
and bellowed, “That’s No. 3 
from my book, which deals 
with ‘How' to Keep Warm in 
a Ditch .” 
One of the lawyers fol­ 
lowed with a story dealing 
with the time W. C.’s car 
was stuck on a railroad track 
in Georgia — with a freight 
train just around the bend — 
and the other admitted at­ 
torney tossed in the tale of 
Fields in combat with a 
swan at his lakeside home in 
California. 
Everybody knew the punch 
lines, but everybody laughed 
anyway. 
Then it was off to Green­ 
wich Village (right in the 
middle of the coffee) to take 
in a showing of “ Never Give 
a Sucker an Even Break” at 
one of the rundown but up- 
and-coming “ a rt” theaters. 
“ B u t 
rem em ber,” 
Dr. 
Foster reminded the Friends 
as they pushed through the 
restaurant’s revolving door, 
“ ‘If I Had a Million’ is on 
the late-late show tonight, so 
be sure to get home in time 
to watch.” 
And the picture of the 
master, hanging limply over 
the crumb-scattered table, 
smiled. At least it seemed 
that way.

'Dad did more than Ruth did' 


W A SH IN G T O N — (N E A )—Jam es Cobb sat at lunch and 
he had a book of baseball players’ records and he was 
saying that his hobby was statistics. 
“ Here,” he said, his fingers crooked into two parts of 
the book, “ take a look at the totals, just take a look.” 
This was after Babe Ruth had been selected the Greatest 
Player of All-Time by the baseball writers and Ty Cobb. 
Jam es Cobb’s father, was presumably second to Ruth. The 
two pages Jam es Cobb had under scrutiny were the life­ 
time records of Babe Ruth and Ty Cobb. 
“ Look at the number of hits,” he said. It read: Cobb 
4,191, Ruth 2,873. “ And the batting averages.” Cobb .367, 
Ruth .342. “ And runs scored.” Cobb 2,244, Ruth 2,174. Cobb 
also had more doubles, 724 to .506, and more triples, 297 to 
136. But Ruth, of course, was several thousand light years 
ahead of Cobb in home runs, 714 to 118 and had more runs- 
balted-ln, 2,209 to 1,9.54. 


“ I was only seven years old,” said Jam es Cobb, “ when 
dad retired in 1928 and I don’t remember him playing But 
his record is the best, and people tell me the things he did 
were fantastic, like going from first to third on an infield 
out.” 


.James Cobb’s involvement with baseball is limited to 
working with vouni<stcr.s 1^1 Santa Maria 
his home 
town, and with repre.senting his father—who died eight 
years ago—at awards ceremonies. He works as an ex­ 
pediter at Lockheed. 


“ I think there’s a jinx with sons of famous athletes.”

covered it. I looked over at dad and he put up a fist, as it 
to say. ‘Thataway to go. son.’ I was on top of the world. 
The next day a local newspaper headline read: ‘Son Filocks 
Punt as Father Watches.’ ” 
Jam es would also pitch to his father in their back \ard. 
“ I got so," said Jam es Cobb. “ v\here dad had to put a 
handkerchief in his glove to keep the swelling down.” 
Though Ty Cobb, a strict disci, ’in ar'jn, rarely com pli­ 
mented his boys on their athletic ‘eats. .James recalled an 
incident when he was “ playing possum.” pretending to be 
asleep on the living room couch and he overheard his dad 
say to a friend, “ Little Jim m v ’s got a prettv good ol' curve 
ball.” 
Jam es said that he feels it unfair when people say his 
father had no friends, and was a morose man. “ He was 
nice to people and he had a good sense of humor,” said 
Jam es. “ I remember Gabby Street coming to the house 
often and he and dad reminiscing and sometimes I ’d be 
awakened at three in the morning by their laughter” 
Ty Cobb rarely talked to his sons about his days as a 
player, except for one thing. Jam es said his father was 
proudest of being the first man selected for the Hall ot 
P'ame. “ He used to show me the clippings.” said .lames, 
“ where he got 211 out of a possible 214 votes.” 
One point Cobb did emphasize to his children (he had 
two daughters, also) was good grades. “ He read a lot, like 
the news magazines and books.” said Jam es 
“ and he 
always wanted us to do well in school. He would deprive of 
us of things if our grades didn’t meet his approval 
He 
always wanted us to work as hard as we could at anything 
we did. Just as he did. 
“ I remember in 1942 he was to play three golf matches 
against Babe Ruth as part of a war bond drive. About three 
months before the first mutch dad began practicing. Every 
day, putting, driving, chipping. Hour after hour. 
“ .^nd during the matches he would do everything he 
could to win. and to upset the Babe—he would come late, 
cough when the Babe was lining up a putt, walk around 
him this way, then that. Dad beat Babe two out of three."

The excuse of a “ legal technicality" in delaying the ap­ 
pointment of R. B. McClellan to the Santa Ynez River Water 
Conservation District board of trustees can only be called 
that — an excuse. 
Mr. McClellan, a former county supervisor and interested 
civic leader, was recommended to fill the unexpired term of 
Charles Sudden who had resigned from the position. He was 
recommended by Fourth District Supervisor Francis Beattie. 
It is now claimed that the Santa Ynez River Water Conserva­ 
tion District board of trustees has not yet acted on Mr. Sud­ 
den’s resignation and therefore an appointment to replace 
Mr. Sudden cannot be made until such action takes place. 
The true facts of the matter are that the Conservation Dis­ 


trict board of directors knew that legally they have no action 
to take. If they felt they had action to take ta replace Mr. Sud­ 
den on the board, why then did they forward Mr. Sudden’s resig­ 
nation, on counsel’s advice, to the County Board of Supervis­ 
ors for acceptance and appointment? 
We can foresee this action on the part of the district as a 
delaying action to allow the majority of the district board to 
make a strong recommendation to select a man of their choos­ 
ing. 
The responsibility for the appointment to succeed Mr. Sud­ 
den rests solely 
with the County Board of Supervisors and 
we can see no reason why it should have been delayed as it was 
Monday.

Real challenge 
Washington Calling by Marquis Childs 


“ The important thing for a young person to remember is 
don’t stand aside. Don't be up in the bleachers when you can be 
down on the field. Remember that the greatness of your life 
is determined by the extent to which you participate in the 
great events of your time.’’ 


These words of President Nixon were spoken irom the per­ 
sonal experience of forty-odd years of political life. Tliey 
bear thinking about. 
As the President pointed out, we can’t win ’em all. “ But 
what you will miss, if you do not get in, is something that you 
can never recover. It is far more important to get into a battle 
and fight hard for what you believe in and lose than not to 
fight at all . . . it is that kind of spirit that America needs. 


In the meantime by Ray McCuen 


that you as young Americans can bring not only to the young 
community, but (to) the older ones as well,’’ 
A lot of us have moments . , . sad moments . . . when we 
feel like writing off a whole generation of young people because 
of their attitude toward authority. Mr. Nixon, on the other hand, 
suggests that we should not look at our domestic problems “ in 
terms of the threat, but in terms of the opportunity.’’ 
The real challenge of young America, he says, lies in “ look­ 
ing down to the end of this century. It is an exciting challenge, 
not a burden to be carried and whimpered about, but one to 
be accepted with all the excitement that we have when we meet 
any kind of new experience, any kind of challenge." 
Sound advice, from a man who has met quite a few challenges 
himself, and has done pretty well. 


Just like Nixon 


1 tease Betty a lot but I have to give 
her credit for one thing. There is one 
area of home management in which she 
is doing as well as any president we have 
ever had in these United States. 
I tell her so. When she is feeling blue, 
or perhaps is a little upset with me about 
something, I mention this one particular 
talent to her — that she does as well as 
any president has ever done — and it 
makes her feel a little better.

she gets requires good budgeting, care­ 
ful 
handling and a little robl)ing Peter 
to pay Paul in order to get everything 
from the food to clothes to any little 
do-dads needed anywhere around the 
house. 
It's in this area, the budget, 
that 
Betty has done as well as any president. 
In five years of marriage we are about 
$5,000 in debt. 
Considering our income and that of 
the United States, and considering the 
length of time we have been married, 
she is doing as well as any president. 
Great minds must always run along 
the same track, I tell her, because, al­ 
though she is no student of history, her 
ideas for budgeting go along pretty close 
to those of the financial wizards of the 
White House. 
You see, I handle the rcHitinebills. Uti­ 


lities, loan payments, 
major repair 
bills, this type of thing. 
Betty decides we need something, like 
say, bunk beds for the kids. Nope, I 
say, can’t afford it. 
I think I can work 
it out of my budget, she says. Okay, I 
say, if you can do it go ahead. 
We 
get the bunk beds, she faithfully 
makes the payments for a couple months, 
then something comes up. Usually the 
rising cost of living, or a special on 
something we need that she can usually 
save us $5 on if she can have $10 extra 
to get it. I take care of one payment and 
the bunk beds wind up as a routine bill, 
which I pay off. 
Now this is comparable to a special 
governmental program for which a spe­ 
cial fund is set up. When the fund is 
depleted the program is completed — 
supposedly. C^ly when the fund is de­ 
pleted then something like a surcharge 
is added to income taxes — to be taken 
off shorty. Only, shortly never comes. 
The surcharge 
becomes 
routine and 
the special program, which once had a 
special fund, is added to the general fund. 
Then there is the other method. She 
needs something like —a new waffle iron, 
let’s say. I can’t afford it, I’ll say, can 
you? 
Not rigtit now, she’ll answer, but 
1 can lay it away and save for it. 
By the time the lay-a-way time runs 
out other things have come, the rising

cost of living again, a new pair of shoes 
for one of the kids, or another special 
that saves us $5 just by spending only 
$10. Guess who picks up the waffle iron 
to keep from losing the two or three dol­ 
lars that was originally put down on it. 
This idea comes, of course, from the 
president who has proposed something 
like, 
let’s say a new welfare program 
that will cost only a few billion dollars 
more to start with. 
Of course the program won’t go into 
effect for a couple years, by that time 
there will be money available to suc­ 
cessfully implement it. So we’re told. 
What isn’t mentioned is that in a couple 
years there will also be more manned 
flights to the moon, the first manned 
flight to Mars will be about then, the war 
in Vietnam might still be going on, the 
U.S. will probably be more financially 
involved in Mid-East conflicts and. of 
course, there will be the rising cost of 
living. 
All of this just means more money. 
Something else about Betty’s budget­ 
ing. The greater our income, the great­ 
er our indebtedness . . . just like the 
president.

California politics 


Formal dedication of Lompoc’s new 
community hospital has been set for Set>- 
tember 12, according to an announcement 
made public this week by the Hospital as­ 
sociation. 


SAN FRANCISCO - In the East it may 
be ABM, MIRV, the reckless spending oi 
the military. Here it is crime in the 
streets, law and order, the student upris­ 
ing, to the exclusion of almost every­ 
thing else. 
One consequence of a deep-seated emo­ 
tional reaction is Ronald Reagan’s cer­ 
tain re-election to a second term as gov­ 
ernor of the most 
populous state in the 
union. The visitor is 
told this by Republi­ 
cans and Democrats 
alike almost without 
exception. 
Among 
conspicuous 
Demo­ 
crats who might nor­ 
mally want to make 
the run against Rea­ 
gan there is a notice­ 
able lack of interest 
in contesting with the star of all those 
“ B " pictures. 
He’s put down those crazy students, 
the middle - aged tax driver says. The 
National Guard helicopter that sprayed 
tear gas over the University of California 
campus at Berkeley may have outraged 
civil libertarians. The majority reaction 
here seems to be that all tactics are 
justified in the war against the student 
rebels. 
What will happen this fall is anyone’s 
guess. 
At 
Berkeley, 
acting Chancel­ 
lor Earl F, Cheit is somewhat optimis-- 
tic. He believes the great mass of тоФ 
erates in Berkeley’s student body of28,- 
000 are disillusioned with the militants. 
The power plays of the Students for a 
Democratic Society, the Radical Students 
Union and the Black Panthers have been 
too obvious. The feuding at the SDS 
convention in Chicago was hardly an ex- 
ample of noble idealism. In Algiers, 
Eldridge Cleaver is widening the gap by 
championing the Arabs and assailing Is­ 
rael. 
While old-line Communism held little 
attraction for the young rebels and was 
even a repellent, the connection with old 
standbys such as Herbert Apteker has 
become 
more obvious. The Commui^ 
ist party can provide funds when other 
sources fall away. 
Across the bay in Berkeley there may 
be a modicum of hope that the worst is 
over. At San Francisco State College 
the expectation is for another round of 
hostilities. The black militants are still 
at odds over a separate black studies 
program and the teachers to staff it. The 
exhaustive staff report on San Francisco 
State, prepared by William H. Orrick 
Jr . for the National Commission on the 
Causes 
and 
Prevention of Violence, 
shows how far-reaching is the black 
disaffection with the white establislt- 
ment, 
S. I. Hayakawa, who has become a na­ 
tional celebrity in the role of St. George 
standing up to the student dragon, is u№ 
daunted. He knows as well as the man 
in the street that, in any discussion of 
an opponent with a chance of defeating 
Reagan, his name is first and foremost. 
San Francisco’s Mayor Joseph Alioto 
has been trying out a line he hqpes will 
crack Reagan’s Invincibility, In Reagan’s 
two and a half ye^s in the governor­ 
ship things have got worse. The tough 
repressive tactic has alienated the mod­ 
erates and undermined the standing of a 
onc^great university. 
Although he is far and away the Demo 
crats’ brightest hope either tor the gover­ 
norship or the senate seat now held by 
George Murphy, another refugee from the 
flicks, Alioto is making little headway 
with this line. One reason is an almost- 
obsessive conviction of the citizenry that 
crime is rampant, with life a gamble at 


every 
street 
corner. What is more, 
statistics are cited to prove it. 
Forty small grocery store owners re­ 
cently formed the Golden Gate Neighbor­ 
hood Grocers’ Association to demand bet­ 
ter police protection. All of them Chin­ 
ese, their spokesman told a press con­ 
ference that seven stores had beenbur^ 
larized in a 10-day period. Four grocers 
died of wounds received in robberies in 
the past year. On Nob Hill, cautious 
matrons say they dare not venture out 
after nightfall without an escort. 
All this seems so paradoxical in the 
shining white city that is just now ov­ 
erflowing with tourists, San Francisco 
is the golden allure that, to most Amer­ 
icans, speaks of all that is foreign, higtv 
ly colored, different from staid, work^ 
day America, Muggings, murders, rapes 
simply do not go with this dream of 
the Pacific slc^e. 
The very wealthy men who did so much 
to make Reagan governor are far from 
giving up their ultimate goal. That is 


to make Reagan President of the United 
States. Their reasoning, express^ at 
this early stage only halt aloud, is as 
follows. 
If Richard Nixon, as President, per­ 
sists in wearing the “ liberal" cloak, as 
in his new welfare program guaranteeing 
an income for the poor, and if he cai^ 
not move faster either for “ victory" 
in Vietnam or apullout, his chances for 
re-election in 1972 will be dim. George 
Wallace will pry away the ever - ii> 
creasing body of conservatives and the 
South with his “ not a dime’s worth of 
difference" between the candidates of the 
two major parties. The Republicans will, 
therefore, be willing to substitute Reagan 
for Nixon in order to hold the White 
House another four years. 
This sounds wildly impossible. But in 
California anything is possible, and if 
California is the pace setter then this 
scenario cannot be entirely ruled out.

annual bill for drugs, 
primarily 
antihista­

million alone. Time lost from work 
as a result of allergy-connected illness 
amounts to some 25 million man-days 
per year, at a payroll cost of more than 
$400 million. 
Allergies are the No, 1 chronic dis­ 
ease 
among children, accounting for 
a third of all chronic conditions in the 
under-17 age group. More than 36 mil­ 
lion school days are lost per year. 
Allergies rank seventh among medi­ 
cal reasons for draft rejection, with a 
rejection ratio of 7.4 out of every 1,000 
examinations. 
The allergy 
sufferer 
must see his 
doctor 
on the average three times 
more frequently than other patients. 
Of the estimated 22 million Ameri­ 
cans with one or more allergies, 
16 
million — including five million children 
— are victims of asthma-hay fever. But 
nature’s pollen isn’t the only villain. 
The list of allergies, 
and man-made 
allergens, is almost endless. Five per 
cent of the U.S. population can’t take pen­ 
icillin, while others are allergic to oth­ 
er drugs, detergents, cosmetics, plas­ 
tics and right down the list of the wonder 
products of our inventive society. 
It all adds up to more than sufficient 
reason for designating the period August 
15 to Sept. 15 as National Allergy Month, 
during which the Allergy Foundation of 
America 
is conducting an intensive 


campaign to educate the public and aid 
individual sufrerers.

Better School 
Lunches V ital

A group of nutrition experts is called to Washington to 
recommend changes in the federal school luncheon pro­ 
gram. They study the situation, make suggestions and go 
back to their universities or institutes. 
But what happens to their recommendations? 
“ What interests me is that a lot of federal programs 
don’t follow through. That may be due to lack of funds, or 
lack of interest or political pressure,” observes Dr. D. 
Mark Hegsted, chairman of the Food and Nutrition Board 
of the National Research Council. He is one of eight dis­ 
tinguished nutritionists recently consulted by the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture. Hegsted says: 


“ My general observation is that in affluent suburban 
areas the school lunch programs provides food that is 
good. But in many poor school districts there is no or very 
little food provided children. Many d°n’t have breakfast. 
They don’t have lunch either. 
“ Many schools reject the program because they don't 
have kitchens and cannot serve hot food. They have the 
wrong impression that only hot lunches can be nutritious. 
Sandwiches are good food, so is cold milk.’’ 


The committee of nutritionists was asked to judge stand­ 
ards of the school lunch program. Dr. Hegsted, professor 
of Nutrition at the Harvard School of Public Health, ex­ 
plains: 
“ But the Department ol Agriculture gave us very little 
information on what children actually eat. They told us 
what they would serve, not what the children would eat 
of it. Nor how local school cooks would react to our recom­ 
mendations. Nor how the local school boards would react. 
We all asked why the Department of Agriculture didn’t 
give us this information to help us make practical sug­ 
gestions for improvement? 


“ So we are a little disturbed about making recommenda­ 
tions.

West studied his opening 
lead for awhile and finally 
played his ace of clubs . East 
produced the jack and won 
the club continuation with 
his king. South was down one 
before he could get started. 
He had tricks to burn from 
then on but there was no 
profit in that. 
North was very annoyed, 
“ I bid game. What right did 
you have to go on?” 
South replied, “ I had every 
right to go on. My one-spade 


response might have been 
made with as little as six 
points. 
I held 14 high-cavd 
points plus distribution. 
If 
you had anything like your 
four-spade 
bid, 
we 
would 
have been trying for seven 
instead of g o i n g down at 
six.” 
We side with South in this 
matter. North’s jump to four 
spades was a tremendous 
overbid. He had four spades 
and a sound opening bid, but 
he could have showed all 
that with a s i m p l e two- 
spade raise. Or, if he felt 
like overbidding a trifle he 
could have raised to three. 
In these situations where 
your partner has given very 
little information about his 
hand, the higher you raise 
him the more you should 
hold. Thus, a jump to three 
spades would be highly in­ 
vitational but not absolutely 
forcing and t h e r e f o r e , 
weaker than the jump to 
game. 
South did not h o l d 
an 
ideal hand for Blackwood. 
When North showed only two 
aces he had potentially two 
quick club losers. Likewise, 
South felt that North should 
not have had two q u i c k 
losers in that suit.
